The Special Session. 


Gov. 
Altgeld has called a special ses- 


sion of the legislature to be convened 
next Tuesday, for the purpose as stated 
in his message, of considering revenue 
matters and legislation concerning Pull- 


man. 
Thh is another result of the 


lamentable error the people of Illinois 
made in confirming at the polls, the 
nomination of Altgeld for governor, made 
by a lot of political tricksters, who 
started out to make a campaign on the 
parochial school question and convict 
labor in the penitentiaries. 


With these false issues the people 


were deceived, and elevated to the chief 
executive chair of the state of Illinois a 
man who has humiliated the state more 
than it was humiliated in the election 
of the legislature in 18G2, which was 
prorogued by Uov. Yates in ]8(!3. 


What does this political mountebank 


want that he calls in special session, a 
legislature which has just adjourned af- 
ter a long rive months' session? He says 
"to consider revenue laws and laws in 
relation to Pullman." Every legislature 
for the past ten years has been consider 
ing the revenue laws without accom- 
plishing anything. There can be no 
question that our system of assessments 
and the collection of taxes needs revision 
bul the chances that such revision can 
be accomplished in a special session, art 
too remote to warrant the expenditures 
that are involved id a special session oi 
the general assembly. 


The exposure of the fraudulent claim 


of Altgeld, in the campaign of 1892 
that labor should be, and in case of hie 
election would be, relieved from the 
competition of convict labor, through 
the passage of a bill by the legislature 
prohibiting the manufacture of cigars in 
the penitentiary, which he subsequently 
vetoed, has destroyed his "pull" and that 
of his gang on the workingmen.

WILL COIE DP IK TOWS SESSIOS 


Ol ihe Republican League Convention 


•t Cleveland, O.-It Will Probably 


be Relegated for Settlement to 


the National Convention. 


CLEVELAND, O.. June 18.—On this, 


"the eve of the grout Republican Leacue 


convention, the man who can tell 
which way the cat will jump on the 
all-absorbing- 
money question does 


not live. It is even not a certainty 
that the cat will jump either way, as 
the feeling seems to be strengthened 
by the arrival of each delegation that 
the money question should be handled 
like a hot stove. 


By every train, east, west, north and 


south, delegates and visitors have 
•been brought to the city and to-night, 
all the hotel lobbies and the sidewalks 
are crowded with enthusiastic repub- 
licans, discussing political matters in 
general and the mooted money ques- 
tion in particular. 


There *"as a big surprise in store for 


the delegates and visitors who were 
seeking information on the money 
question. 
Among the arrivals during 


the day were the advance guards o! 
the southern states. There was little 
comfort for the western advocates o: 
free silver in the utterances of these 
men from the south. 
"Sound Money'' 


is their slogan. 


"My only purpose in coming to the 


convention," said Mr. Lea, a promi- 
nent Vicksburg (Miss.) 
republican 


"was to do all in my power to prevent 
a declaration in favor of free silver. 
The only silver men in our state are 
democrats. The republicans are to a 
man for sound money. Our party can 
make nothing by getting into the 
breakers on this money controversy. 
The tariff should be the issue in the 
coming campaign. On that the party 
is united. On the money question it 
cannot but be hopelessly divided." 


"That is a fair expression of the sen- 


timent of our party in the state of 
Mississippi," interposed Col. J. A. Ste- 
vens, of Macon, Miss. 


The colored delegation from Lou- 


isiana is headed by II. H. Blunt, the 
president of the state league. Blunt 
is one of the most prominent colored 
republicans in Louisiana. At the Den- 
ver convention, last year, he made a 
rousing speech in opposition to a res- 
olution providing for the division of 
the caucus in the southern states on 
race lines. 
The colored men were at once cor- 


raled by a number of western dele- 
gates, who catechised them on their 
position on the money question. 


"The Louisiana delegation will be 


eolid for sound money if the issue is 
made in the convention," said Blunt. 
"We don't think that it is the busi- 
ness of this convention to declareeither 
lor or against free silver." 


The members of the Arkansas dele- 


gation are decorated with yellow 
badges bearing the inscription "Sound 
Money." 


Senators Carter, of Montana, and 


Dubois, of Idaho, arrived from Wash- 
ington late in the afternoon. Their 
advent was hailed with delight by the 
free-silver delegates from the west, as 
their recent utterances have marked 
them as leaders of the white metal 
forces. 
The two senators were as- 


signed to the same room in the Holen- 
den hotel, and they were soon sur- 
rounded by a score of silver enthu- 
siasts. 


To a United Press reporter Senator 


Dubois said: "In my judgment it is 
not within the province of this league 
to make platforms for the republican 
party. I suppose, however, that the 
usual custom of adopting resolutions 
•will prevail. Any declaration on the 
money question must be on a free sil- 
rcr basis, or the republican party can- 
not hope to carry a western state next 
year. If the issue is made I propose 
to sound the note of warning, and I 
have pledged myself to work unremit- 
tingly for a free silver declaration. 
The citizens of the west will not be 
satisfied with a declaration for bi- 
metallism, which is another word for 
a straddle. 
Practical 
bimetallism 


means a gold standard. The point has 
been reached in this great question 
•where the 
republican party must 


choose between gold monometallism 
and the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at 16 to 1." 


Senator Carter said: "I am not here 


as a United States senator, or as chair- 
man of the republican national com- 
mittee, but as a delegate acd an hum- 
ble citizen of Montana. My views of 
the silver question are well known, 
and if there is a fight on the money 
question 1 will, of course, be with the 
other delegates from my state for the 
white metal. It seems to me, how- 
ever that the objects of this league 
•re to promote harmony in the party 
rather than to usurp the platform pre- 
rogatives ol the national republican 
convention. I am not in favor of any 
declaration of principles by the league 
that will be binding on next year's na- 
tional convention." 


The feeling between the gold and 


silver men is very bitter, and there Is 
much talk among the delegates to- 
night that indicates a feeling that the 
discussion should be kept out of the 
convention if possible. In the interest 
of harmony, an effort will probably be 
made in the committee to smother 
money resolutions of every nature. 


Col. 
Isaac Trnmbo, of Salt Lake 


City, who has been spoken of as a pos- 
sible candidate for league president ie 
here. He is red hot for silver, but en- 
tirely free from presidential aspira- 
tions. "As to silver," said he, "you 
can say that we will present the sub- 
ject to-morrow and insist that some 
definite action be taken. A compro- 
mise resolution will notsatisfy onrpco- 
jle, H other delegates do..not iatro. 


nee the silver question, I will." 
Editor H. C. Plumbley, of the 


N. D.) Forum, said: "The chief ob- 
eet of our trip is to Insist that the 
eague shall not take action on the, 
money question.

ional convention to declare the prin- 
ciples of the party." 
From expressions heard on all sides, 
t is pretty hard to figure out how the 
free silver men will be able to muster 
enough votes to adopt a free silver res- 
olution. The opposition to such a 
declaration seems to be pretty well 
concentrated, and fully as aggressive 
as the-silverites. 


Not an avowed candidate for the 


presidency has appeared In opposition 
to Gen. E. A. McAlpin. of New York, 
and his friends declare that he will be 
elected by acclamation. 
Secretary A. 


B. Humphrey also- seems to be certain 
of re-election. Nothing certain had 
been heard of K. E. Mansfield.who op- 
posed Humphrey at Denver, and was 
looked upon as a probable candidate 
this year.

—A Week Generally Favorable to 


Crops with a Few Noted 


Local Exceptions. 


CHICAGO, June 19.—Reports as to the 


condition of crops throughout the 
country and the general influence of 
weather on growth, cultivation and 
harvest, were yesterday made by the 
directors of the different state weather 
services throughout the country. The 
reports and synopsis received by tele- 
graph at Chicago are as follows: 


The past week has been generally 


favorable to crops except in the states 
of the Ohio valley and New York and 
portions of New England, where rain 
is much needed and drought is becom- 
ing serious in some sections. Harvest- 
ing of winter wheat has become gen- 
eral except over the northern portion 
of the winter wheat belt, where it will 
begin this week. In Oklahoma and 
southern Kansas harvesting has been 
completed. Reports from the Dakotas, 
Minnesota and Iowa, indicate that 
the outlook of the spring wheat crop, 
which is now beginning to head, is 
excellent Corn continues in excel- 
lent condition in the southern states 
and is growing rapidly in Kansas. Ne- 
braska, Iowa and 
Wisconsin; and 


while the crop is generally doing well 
elsewhere, and could be improved by 
rain in the states of the Ohio valley 
it is suffering from droug-ht in New 
York. Cotton has made good progress 
during the week, although the heavy 
and continuous rains have interfered 
with cultivation in Texas. It is now 
blooming and forming squares over the 
southern portion of the cotton region. 
Georgia reports the crop in average 
condition, with cultivation about com- 
pleted. It is growing rapidly in Okla- 
homa and Arkansas, but growth has 
been slow in Alabama; in Mississippi 
the plant is small, but healthy. To- 
bacco planting has been pushed rap- 
idly in Virginia and Maryland, and 
has begun in 
Wisconsin. In Ohio 


plants are dying from Brought. Frost 
caused damage to fruit and vegeta- 
bles in Idaho and Montana, and pos- 
sibly in southeastern Oregon, where 
heavy frosts occurred. 


Illinois—Widely scattered showers 


partially relieved drought condition in 
central and extreme southern coun- 
ties. 
Wheat harvest progressing in 


southern and south central counties; 
yield light, quality poor. Corn grow- 
ing well except adjoining wheat fields 
where bugs lire damaging. Pastures 
generally brown and bare, hay crop 
short, oats heading short. 


Nebraska—Good growing week, sea- 


sonable temperature und normal rain- 
fall. Small grain continues to im- 
prove. 
Oats heading out and gen- 


erally promises about an average crop. 
Corn has grown well, and is in excel- 
lent condition. 
Potatoes excellent, 


rass unusually good. 
Kansas—Ample rains with waj-m 
ights have greatly improved crops 
ver tlfe entire state. Wheat harvest 
ver in south portion and beginning in 
orth portion. Oats harvest begun in 
outh portion. Corn, grass, potatoes 
nd gardens growing rapidly. 
Dakota—Temperature about normal 
nd rainfall ample, except in portions 
f east and southern districts, where 
rouglit is unbroken. Corn is doing- 
jotably well in all sections, and spring 
jrain crops are heading in fine shape 


Missouri—Drought continues in east- 
rn counties, but elsewhere good rains 
jreatly improved corn, oats, grasses 
,nd gardens. Wheat harvest in prog- 
ess, grain generally of good qualitj 
mt yield short. 
Corn doing finely.
